WASHINGTON (I? - The Unit­ 
ed States, Britain and France are 
still pledged to take immediate 
action 
to prevent 
violation of 
frontiers or armistice lines 
by 
either Israel or the Arab states, 
diplomats said today. 
The big three pledge, signed in 
1950, was weakened by the Brit­ 
ish-French invasion of Egypt last 
Oct. 31, 
but 
diplomats 
of 
the 
three 
powers 
are 
trying 
to 
strengthen the agreement and put 
it back on the pre-invasion foot­ 
ing. 
President Eisenhower said Wed­ 
nesday the May 25, 1950, 
three- 
power declaration is one of two 
w-ays the United States could act 
to assist a victim of Middle East­ 
ern aggrsesion. 
The declaration 
would apply in event of an “ Is- 
rael-Arab dispute,” the President 
said. 
Could Use “Doctrine” 
In .event of a Communist strike 
against 
Jordan 
or some 
other 
Middle Eastern country, American 
action also could be taken under 
the recently*approved “ Eisenhow­ 
er Doctrine,” the President point­ 
ed out. This authorizes the Presi­ 
dent 
to 
ifte 
American 
armed 
forces if help is requested by Mid­ 
east nations against a Communist 
attack. 
The British and French embas­ 
sies were 
pleased to hear the 
President say the 1950 pledge is 
still in effect. Similar assurances 
have been made privately to Brit­ 
ain and France by the State De­ 
partment, it was learned. France 
and Britain recently made inqui­ 
ries on this point, diplomats said. 
Plan Still Operative 
A British Embassy spokesman 
told a reporter the 1950 declara­ 
tion is “ still operative, we haven’t 
backed out of it at all.” This was 
echoed 
by 
a 
French 
embassy 
: spokesman who said the declara­ 
tion is “ still good.” 


Under terms of the 1950 three- 
power 
declaration 
the 
United 
States, 
B r i t a i n 
and 
France 
pledged their opposition to a Mid­ 
dle Eastern arms race. The dec­ 
laration added: 
“The three governments, should 
they find that any of these states 
was preparing to violate frontiers 
or armistice lines, would . . . im­ 
mediately take action, both within 
and outside the United Natons, to 
prevent such violation.” 
In practical term s the Big Three 
presumably would take “ action” 
first through the United Nations. 
This was the procedure followed 
by the United States in the Brit­ 
ish - French « Israeli attack on 
Egypt.

This “creel check” has en­ 
abled Hanson to compile statistics 
on the fishing in Glendale since 
he began m anagem ent of the lake 
in 1943. 
According to his records more 
fish were caught out of the lake 
last year than in any previous year 
since he started keeping records 
on it. 
In 1943, 47 bass were taken 
from the lake. 
In 1956, fisherm en 
using 
only 
artificial 
bait-casting 
lutes took out 405 bass. 
Many 
more were caught by fisherm en 
who mixed their lures, combining 
flies, plugs, and worms. 
The lake has shown steady im­ 
provem ent since 1950 when it was 
drained and some of the sm aller 
fish were removed. 
In 1955, 397 
baas were caught, com pared to 197 
for 1954. 
Hanson attributes this 
jum p to more cultivation of the 
w atershed around the lake causing 
less siltation and an increase in 
weed 
growth. 
The 
weeds 
are 
thought to harbor a large num ber 
of aquatic insects on which the 
fish feed. 
Dr. Hanson's statistics, gathered 
by periodic draining of the lake 
j and use of a shocking machine, 


J show that about 4 tim es as many 
keeping-size fish are left at the 
end of each fishing season as were 
I taken out of it. 
He estim ates at 
least 1600 “keepers” were left in 
the lake at the end of the 1956 
; season.
